W HEREAS it is expedient to amend tlie Course of Pro- Preamble, 
cedure in tlie County Courts in Ireland, and to make 
Provision for the better Execution of the Decrees and 
Orders of the said Courts : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
5 most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- 
liament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The Provisions of this Act shall come into operation on the Commence- 
Mrst Fay of March One thousemd eight hundred and sia;ty-five. 



10 2. This Act may be cited for all Pm-poses as “ The Cormty Com-ts Stort Title. 

Procedure Amendment Act (Ireland), 1864” 



3. In the Construction of this Act the following Words and Interpreta- 
E^jressions shaU have the Eorce and Meaning hereby assigned to 5erms^ 
them, unless there be something in the Subject or Context repugnant

any Body Politic, Corporate, or Collegiate, whether aggregate 
or sole, and any public Company :

10 before he shall exercise or in any Manner execute the Duties of the of 

said OfB.ce, enter into a Eecognizance to Her Majesty, Her Heirs under this 
and Successors, before the Lord Chief Baron or any One of the ^ 
Barons of the Com*t of Excheq^uer in Heland, or before a Master 
Extraordinary of the said Court, who are hereby authorized and 
15 required to take such Recognizances, together with Two or more 
solvent Sm-eties, not exceeding Eour in Number, in the Eorm 
specified in the Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, or as near 
thereto as may be, and in the Sum therein mentioned in respect of 
such County, conditioned for the due Performance of his Duties as 
20 such Under Sheriff under this Act, and for the duly accounting for 
and Payment of all Monies received by him or by his Bailiffs for 
which he may be liable to account, or which he may become liable 
to pay for any Misbehaviom* in Ins Office under this Act ; such 
Recognizance and the Sureties therein named to be approved, before 
26 the same shall be acknowledged, by the Clerk of the Peace of the 
County, by Writing under his Hand, or if the said Clerk of the 
Peace shall object to the said Smeties, then by the Chairman of said 
Coimiy, whose Decision thereon shall be final, which Recognizance 
shall not be liable to any Sinmp Duty, and shall, within One Month 
30 after the taking thereof, be returned into Her Majesty’s Coiu’t of 
- Exchequer, for the recording whereof shall be received the Sum of 
Tm Shillings (md Sixpence, and no more ; and if any such Under 
Sheriff shall execute the Duties of the said Office, or in any way 
officiate therem, before he shall have entered into such Recog- 
35 nizance, to be so approved of as aforesaid, such Under Sheriff shall 
forfeit and pay for every such Offence the Sum of Twenty Bounds, 
to be recovered by any Person who shall sue for the same ; and it 
shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, in default of such Security 
being duly entered into within such Period, by Notice to be 
40 published in the Dublin Gazette, to declare the Appointment of 
such Under Sheriff to be void.

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remaining unexecuted, and all Decrees of suoli Courts hereafter to 
bo signed by the Judges of the said Courts, shall be executed by the 
Under Sheriffs of the seyeral Counties, Counties of Cities and of 
Tomrs respectively, or by their Bailiffs appointed under tliis Act, 
and by no other Persons ; and the said Under Sheriffs shall be 5 
entitled to receive all Pees, and Sums of Money allound by this Act 
in the Kame of Pees, payable to the Under Sheriff, out of vdiich 
they shall provide for the Execution of the Duties for -which such 
Pees are allowed, and for the Payment of the Bailiffs appointed to 
assist them under this Act ; and every snoh Under Sheriff shall, 10 
save as hcrein-after otherwise specially provided, be responsible for 
Ins oTm Acts and Defaults, and for the Acts and Defardts of liis 
Bailiffs in the Execution of the Dirties imposed on liim by tliis Act, 
as the Sheriff of any County in Ireland is responsible for liis Acts 
and Defaults, and for the Acts and Defaults of his Oflicers in the 15 
Execution of any Writ or Process out of the Superior Courts an 
Ireland : Provided that whenever the Under Sheriff shall be a 
Party in any Civil Proceeding, and that any Decree sliall be made 
therein against him, it shall be la-wful for the Judge of such Comity 
Court to appoint a Special Bailiff to execute such Decree, and the 20 
Precept of the Clerk of the Peace shall be directed to such Special 
Bailiff, who shall be entitled to receive the Bailiff’s Pees lor execut- 
ing the same. 

6. The Under Sheriff of each County, Coimty of a City, and 
Comity of a Town in Ueland shall, witliin One Week after the 25 
Commencement of this Act, and from Time to Time thereafter as 
Occasion shall require, appoint, by Writing under his Hand, a 
siifdcient Number of Persons to be Bailiffs to assist the said Under 
Sheriff in the Execution of the Duties imposed on him by this Act ; 
and it shall be lawful for the Under Sheriff, at his Pleasm’e, to 30 
dismiss all or any of such Bailiffs, and appoint others in then- Stead ; ’• 
and every Bailiff* so appointed may also be suspended or dismissed 
liy the Chainnan of such Coimty, and shall in such Case be 
incapable of being re-appointed, -without the Consent in Writing of 
such Chairman : Provided that the Appointment of such Bailiffs 35 
shall not be vacated by the Death or Bemoval from Office of the 
Under Sheriff, but the Acts of such BaOiffs done after the Death or
